NO WAR AGAINST BLACK MAN 


HE IS NEEDED THERE AND IS 
TREATED WELL. 


But Postmaster Must Be of Dominant 
Race and Citizens Believe Presi- 
dent Will Accede to Demand 
When Correctly Informed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

INDIANOLA, Miss., Jan. 7.—Any report 
gent from this town or elsewhere tending to 
create the impression that the white res- 
idents of Indianola desire to drive out the 
negroes or to harm them in any manner 
whatever, may be branded ‘as false. 

All the prominant citizens—ofticials, bank- 

“merchants and planters—agree that 
negroes, rather than a decrease lu, the 
umber are desira le. 

It ts admitted by all subetantial citi- 
zens that, without the negro laborer; the 
cotton planting industry, which supports 
the great deita, woyld die. a 

Accordingly, they resent any report to the 
effect that the negroes are in danger of be- 
ing driven out ar otherwise molcsted. 

“We white men of the South,” said R. P. 
Miller, a leading planter ani merchant, 
protect the negroes. 

“We will not harm them, end we will 
not permit others to harm them. 

“We do not hate the negro, and the negro 
docs not nate us. 

“He respects us, and he obeys us. 

“We hold that negroes are children, and 
never grow up. ae 

The whites are their natural guardians. 

“When anybody tells you that the Indi- 
anola postoffice meident jis _ preliminary 
to a race war he is talking absolute rot, 
and is the victim of hopeless igno:ance.”’ 

Mr. Miller's statement of the situation 
shows the viewpoint of every substantia) 
white man in the territory covered by the 
Indianola postoffice.

The matter has simmered down to the 
belief that, in some mysterious manner 
not accounted for at this end, President 
Roosevelt has been badly misinformed as 
to the actual situation here and it is be- 
lieved that, when Senator McLaurin shall 
have made the administration cognizant 
of the facts, the President will appoint a 
white master. 1 

Senator McLaurin today wired to P. C. 
Chapman to send him a detailed state- 
ment of the present situation and the cli- 
max leading up to the resignation of Min- 
nie Cox.

Laurin a statement in which he says that 
Wayne Cox, husband of the postmistress, 
handed him the resignation of Minnie Cox 
to be read at the mass meeting, remarking 
that his wife had heard that the residents 
did not want her for postmistress and she 
was quite willing to resign.

“If I'can got enough cars I will endeavor 
to spread them around before the summer 
comes, %o they will relleve all the lines 
which are jammed at the busy hours. 

“When summer comes I think 1 can fur- 
nish better facilitios. At present we are 
running at the busiest hours 99 care. At 
the least busy hour of the day we run a 
little over half that number. 

There are 2%) summer cars which I can 
commenge using in Apcll or May. 

“In e fall I expect to have about 200 
more cars than are in service now. | 

„Until then all I can promice fs to add 
new cars as rapidly as I can got them. 

DUE TO DELAYS. 

“Tf the cars are crowded at the busy 
hours of the day, it is because of lack 
of available cars. 

“If they are crowded at any other time 
of the day, it is due to delays, that is 
cars being behind time. 

“Just here I want to say,that 95 per 
cent of the delays are not caused by the 
transit company. Fires and accidents to 
wagons on the track cause most of them. 


Ot the 5 per cent for which I estimate the 


company responsible, broken ales or 
burned out motors are the cause. 

‘“Bome accidents always will happen, but 
many can be guarded against. If persons 
who travel in vehicles by night would 
carry lampse—which the law in St. Louls 
does not compel them to do—carry lamps 
that showed a red light to the rear and al- 
so a light to the front and side, the danger 
of street car collisicn with vehicles would 
de considerable lessened. 

There are always more complaints 
about street car service when the real 
Winter season arrives. In cold weather 
people want to get where they are going 
in a hurry. In other seasons they usually 
linger a while wherever they may be. We 
made more money in October and Novem- 
ber than we are making now, and we had 
no complaints. 

do not like to see the transit cars 
jammed. Neither do other officials of the 
company. We lose money in each jam, 
because the conductor can not get all the 
fares. And I am trying to make all the 
nickels for the company I can. 

“As long as people will insist on riding 
on Olive street In preference to more con- 
venient parallel lines, there will always be 
a tendency towards jamming on that line.

PARDON EFFORTS WERE ON 


NEW EVIDENCE OBTAINED IN 
THE VERNON COUNTY DE- 
FAULTER’S CASE. 


Stone Issues a Statement Which Does 
Not Make Direct Denial of One 
Essential Post-Dispatch 
Disclosure.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 7.—In re- 
ply to the affidavit of Editor McQuitty, 
backed by the statement of others, Jov. 
Stone declares he had nothing to do with 
the pardun of Parker, former treasufer of 
Vernon County. He states that his son, 
Kimbrough, Who was associated with him 
at the time in law practice, George B. 
Carstarphen and G. 8. Hoss might have 
got the fee, and dds: Whether they ble 
Parker, as the Post says, is a charge I 
am not called upon to nctice, If Parker is 
satisfied I do not see why the Post-Dispaich 
should weep over the bleeding.“ 

Confirmatory evidence was obtained by 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent today 
showing that ex-Gov. Stone, notwithstand- 
ing his statement to the contrary, was 
identified with the movement to secure the 
pardon of Frank A. Parker, 

Parker, as previously told by the Post- 
Dispatch, robbed the taxpayers, while serv- 
ing as treasurer of Vernon County, of $1,- 
400. He was sentenced to three years and 
a half in the penitentiary, but after one 
year's confinement he was released on a 
sick pardon, the prison physic an certify- 
ing that he was in a dying condition. The 
Post-Dispatch has shown that Parker is 
today a well man, and, according to the 


sworn assertion of W. J. McQuitty, editor 


of the Rocheport Democrat, had paid, in 


order to secure his pardon, $1000, which. 
was divided among ex-Gov. Stone and oth- | 
ers. Proof is conclusive that the pardon | 


attorneys made no legitimate efforts in be- 
half of their client. They did not get up a 
petition, nor did they, Gov. Dockery says, 
n'ercede with him. 

TELEGRAM AND SEVERAL VISITS. 

The Post-Dispatch now has positive in- 
formation that while Parker was confined 
in the penitentiary he sent a telegram of 
which the following is a copy. 

“William J. S.one, Union Trust building, 

St. Louisa: 

“Please come at once 

“FRANK A, PARKER.” 

This dispatch was sent while the pardon 
proceedings were pending, and Gov. Stone 
hastened to Jeffersen City. He went to the 
hospital ward where Parker was confined, 
and there had 4 long consultation with him. 
Subsequently Gov. Stone called at the pen- 
itentiary several times io see Parker, and 
it was understood among the officials there 
that he was giving his assistance and ad- 
vice to the imprisoned man: Prominent offi- 
clals of the ‘penitentiary, who desire their 
names withheld for the present, will vouch 
for the accuracy of the foregoing facts. 

Further, it was ascertained that on 
July’ 19. 1901, the following order was issued 
by Parker on the warden: 

“Warden: July 19, 1901, please pay to the 
order of George B. Carstarphen the sum 
of n.“ . 

And the following day appeared another 
order, reading: 

“Warden: Please pay to the order of 
George B. Carstarphen the sum of $50 ac- 
count F. A. Parker. 

“JAMES J. EAGAN.” 


The Post-Dispatch is authorized to an- 
nounce that the officials of the penitentiary 
desire an investigation of the Parker case. 
They sav it is a scandal which should not 
be permitted to go untsvestlested. 

ADMISSION OR EVASION. 

Gov. Stond, in the Jefferson City Tribune 
of last evening, prints In extenso what 
purports to be a reply to charges made by 
the Post-Dispatch.
